An Old Ridleian 
Writes from Tanzania 


J. V. (Jim) Railton (65) left for Tanzania last September 
after his graduation from the University of Toronto. Under the 
auspices of CUSO (Canadian University Students Overseas) he is 
teaching there in a secondary school. CUSO volunteers are 
not missionaries, nor are they allowed to take any part in the 
politics of the country. We publish here some excerpts from 
letters he has sent home about his experiences in Africa. 


. . . The school is in a very lush area of Tanzania, but 
because of the valleys and foothills around Kilimanjaro there 
are climatic zones within a few miles of each other. It might 
rain in Lyamungu while not at Machame three miles away or 
vice-versa. As for the school I have mixed and confused feelings.

I came expecting to teach history, but there are two teachers for 
ten classes and that is enough under the circumstances. The 
English Dept. is the one in most trouble at the moment. I 
am the only person at the school who speaks English as a 
mother tongue. I was therefore named Head of the English 
Department. The former head is leaving tomorrow; he is a 
recent graduate from college and has been called up for National 
Service. The two other teachers who teach, between them 
4/10 of the total number of classes — I teach the remaining six 
— do not speak English very well and have no training in it. 
Everyone is happy at my arrival as I am ostensibly, an expert. 
One consolation: the term is over in 2 - 3 weeks. After that I 
can plan for the next year. (The school year starts on 
January 20th). 

The work is quite a challenge as you may have 
gathered — but this is what I came here looking for. I would 
not have the opportunity of this much responsibility in Canada. 
I don’t know if I can do the job as it should be done, but I 
have the consolation that there is no one else available for 
Lyamungu right now. 

... Not only am I eating Indian dishes, but Mbagga showed 
me how to prepare green cooking bananas — simply peel under 
water, slice, add water and boil until edible. 

. . Don’t know if I’ve mentioned it before, but I seem to 
be called ‘mzee’ sometimes by people who don’t know my age. 
Literally, ‘mzee’ is ‘old man’ or ‘village elder’, but has three 
connotations: old man meaning elderly; the old man, esteemed 
father, or wise leader such as 70-something year old Jomo Ken- 
yatta is known. The supposition here is that people gain wisdom 
with age! 

. IT am enjoying Lyamungu very much; the people are 
very kind, helpful and interesting. There are big cities in 
East Africa, as modern as any in Canada, but still different, 
as every country imparts its own mark on each of its cities — 
Mr. Conrad Hilton notwithstanding. However, you would 
probably find the people of the villages more interesting. The 
women wear beautifully coloured cloth dresses and headwear, 
while the men wear modern western clothes for the most part. 
There are no summer or winter seasons in East Africa, but more 
or less rainy and dry seasons, depending on where you are. 

. I am finding life here most interesting: the politics of 


ine) 


East Africa in general are very volatile. Moreover, although 
there are not enough, as yet, secondary teachers available and I, 
thus, have something to offer, the peoples of Africa have some- 
thing to teach Europeans and North Americans socially. The 
people are much more kind, generous, frank and sincere than 
can be found in our modern industrialized society. 

Nairobi is a large cosmopolitan city. It is about 
22 miles across with a population of 400,000. The centre is very 
beautiful with many brand-new or fairly new buildings, long, 
wide avenues, divided by boulevards of tropical flowers and 
palm trees. There are many fine English or American style 
hotels. 

... 1 am still the only English teacher in the school — for 
all intents and purposes — and am teaching the Form IV classes 
and most of Form HI. Moreover. I am now School Librarian, 
Housemaster of one of the four houses, coach of field hockey 
and probably Scoutmaster.

In Sickness and in Health 


. til the end (of term) do us part. Whereas it was a 
healthy school that closed on March 13th, it was anything but 
that during most of the term. Flu, oriental in origin (as in 
Flu Manchu) but equally occidental in effect, claimed many 
victims during January and February. The infirmary became too 
busy too often, with extra beds installed, an ever-changing list 
of residents and a lengthy line of out-patients. Nurse Weicker 
worked as hard, and as willingly, as ever. 

It is perhaps slightly surprising that the general life of 
the school suffered as little as it did. On the other hand, 
and at any time, it is going to take more than bugs to slow 
down Lower School activities. One turns to athletics. The 
rinks were used more than ever as R.L.S. I (Rick Coy), Il (Dave 
Dawson), III and IV (Mike Rice) V (Bill Smy), and League 
(Chris Loat and Ron Sterne) skated occasionally in the morning, 
mostly in the afternoon, and frequently at night. The first 
team was particularly successful if a season is measured in 
wins against losses. That may not always be the best criterion. 
As Baron Pierre de Coubertin said “The most important thing is 
not to win but to take part, just as the most important thing in 
life is not the triumph but the struggle. The essenial thing is not 
to have conquered but to have fought well.” 

In other stadia activity was brisk and continuous. The 
basketball squad (David Cosgrove) did not have the talent 
available this year and was not too successful “win-wise”, as they 
say, but expended youthful zest in chasing a ball they could not 
always control. The swimmers descended into the gym basement 
week-daily for their tortuous training. That training helped them 
to perform well in the six meets held during the term. The 
championships come next term. 

From its modest beginning last year squash has emerged 
as a more important sport in the Lower School. Twelve matches 
were played against various Upper School groups, Hamilton 
Thistle Club, Toronto C.S.&C.C., and Appleby College. With 





more clubs becoming active in encouraging “novice” players 
there is the prospect of having greater variety of outside 
competition. The Lower School Senior Squash Championship 
was won by Skaab of Hamilton; the Junior by Cooper of 
Jamaica. 44 boys competed. 

Andy Iggulden had his usual quota of gymnasts performing 
each day. In the finals held on Sunday afternoon, March 9th, 
7 boys won their gym colours, and Scott-Paine and Ashbaugh tied 
for the Jose Macia Trophy as best L.S. gymnasts. 

An innovation this term was the organising of three Sundays- 
on-the-Slopes. Some thirty boys thoroughly enjoyed these ski 
days south of Buffalo. We congratulate “Killy” MacGregor on 
his devotion and organization, and on bringing his charges 
back without mishap and on time. No mean feat! 

Meanwhile, back at the Lower School — the term has 
been notable on the culture floor of Mandeville House for many 
items. At random: an increasing number of seminars; a greater 
use of the library for research and project work; music from 
Bach to Bacharach; some experimentation in teaching empha- 
sising the visual; but perhaps the art department deserves the 
greatest accolade. What with carving the lino, boiling the batik, 
pasting the collage, and hammering the nail, the place has fairly 
throbbed with activity. As a recent graduate remarked, “They 
ain’t learned like we used to.” 

All this “new” is only part of a continuing “old”. The 
balance of formality and discipline, imposed from within or 
without, is maintained, and it is unlikely that even a Hall-Dennis 
Report will soon change a system that has proven successful for 
so many for so long. There is little point in change if it is 
not for the betterment of the student. 

So, skipping past Sunday evening films (merely mentioning 
that the old, brown, vintage, overhauled, Bell & Howell that 
Ted Brown used in the Dining Room is still in service), past 
photo competitions, Parents’ Day (wouldn’t it be better in the 
first term?), confirmation classes, tutorials, choir trips, et 
cetera Ridleiana, we must record our thanks to Mrs. Norma 
Christie who filled in as Librarian and teacher in the absence of 
Mrs. Nancy Hunt. The latter took a term off to have a baby. 
The fact that she went immediately to labour from work should, 
we suggest, be high qualification for membership in the Staff 
Planning Committee! 

Mrs. Hunt will return next term along with the rest of us 
for another ten weeks. They should be as busy and as enjoyable, 
and will pass as quickly, as the last ten and, hopefully, more in 
health than in sickness.

Ridley and Service to 
9 The Community 


In the Lent term last year, when Ridley apathy was at its 
peak, the Chapel had as a guest preacher the Rev. Bob Bryan 
of the Grenfell Mission who had come to talk about his work in 
Newfoundland. The most far-reaching effect of his sermon was 
not related to the work in Newfoundland, but in the immediate 
community of St. Catharines. 


From a casual remark about Ridley’s role in the community 
made in this sermon, a lively class discussion evolved in Mr. 
Hunt’s theology class. This comment was remembered and we 
were made aware of the fact that the only such contributions 
Ridley made was the teaching of Sunday School at St. Thomas’ 
Church. The class concluded and a group of five boys remained 
behind to continue discussing the relative value of putting a 
quarter into chapel collection every week (which comes, if 
indirectly, from parents) with giving up our individual time, 
which is a more meaningful and expensive contribut‘on. 

After many meetings with such groups as the Children’s 
Aid Society, Board of Education and phone calls to many others, 
the organizing group of Bailey (69), Betts, Latner and Seymour 
was able to go to Edith Cavell (a local public school) and teach 
students of the remedial class. The group was soon expanded to 
include another six boys. It was our f:rst attempt and the effort 
soon petered out, because of games, studies, etc.

This fail, Ridley was approached by the Board of Education 
at about the same time that stirrings in the school were setting 
about to re-institute the help project. Both parties had definite 
aims, and aware of last year’s experience, plans were laid for 
another attempt. Betts and Seymour, after many meetings and 
arrangements with the Board of Education and the Headmaster, 
opened the idea to the school in general by means of a short 
announcement in a school meeting and in the school newspaper. 


The response was gratifying; more than 35 boys from all 
forms applied. The prerequisites of the headmaster’s and the 
housemasters’ approval and the assurance of attendance being a 
regular once-a-week minimum, regardless of sports etc., pared 
down the number substantially. 

The work was to be done in two groups: one group was 
concerned with social work that included school work, but the 
main objective was a ‘big brother’ effect without the age gap (this 
included for some, swims in the pool, climbing tree forts, art 
gallery visits and hockey games.) The boys would use their own 
initiative and would do what they felt appropriate, following no 
set instructions. The other group, an academic one, would 
work in a one-to-one relationship with a boy trying to tutor him 
to a level comparable with that of his classmates. These boys 


would include the slower children in opportunity or remedial 
classes. 

Howson, Rapsey ma., Murray, Shambrook, MacNelly, 
Burton ma., Moore, Hutcheson and MacKenzie were accepted for 
the social work and worked with three Assistant Adjustment 
Counsellors of the Social Adjustment Services, through Seymour’s 
co-ordination. 

Betts co-ordinated the efforts of Tooton ma., Riguero, 
Blackwood, Hartwick and Drake with the Academic Adjustment 
Services’ Counsellors. 

The effort was particularly successful and although it was 
planned for just the Lent term, a few of the boys are finding 
time to continue in Trinity term. 

Much praise is deserved by the boys who nearly every 
week sacrifice the better part of the Wednesday half-holiday as 
their offering of service. A great deal of thanks goes to Mrs. 
Hearne and Mr. Dyck of the Board of Education, to Mr. Pilgrim 
for his patience, guidance and co-operation, and to Mr. Hunt 
who acts as our informal adviser.
